Well Laid. 


(Prom Monday's Advertiser) 


A rattle of drums, the tramp of uni- 


formed men and the fluttering of many 
tanners aroused the dwellers of Palatna 
yesterday to apprehensions of a Russian 
Invasion, but as the head of the little 
army came into view on King jstreet it 
could be seen that It'was an army of 
peace marching under .the banner of the 
Cross. The occasion was the laying of 
the corner stone of St. Elizabeth's 
church, pne. of the group of buildings 
given to St. Elizabeth's school by- Mr. 
Proctor of Cincinnati In memory of his 
wife.. The ceremonies, which were 
largely attended, were, most impressive 
and beautiful, being according to the 
time-honored ritual of the Episcopal 
church. 


A few minutes before four o'clock the 


various divisions of the procession 
formed on the yard of the present St. 
Elizabeth's .house and in the street in 
front and promptly at the hour set. the 
line began to move. At the head, as a 
guard of honor, were the St Andrew's 
Cadets, thirty-nine strong. The boys 
made a most excellent showing with 
their khaki unforms and campaign hats. 
They were without arms except for the 
side arms of the officers. Following this 
company came the cadets of St Eliza- 
beth's uniformed in blue coats and 
white duck trousers. At their head 
was a drummer and the standards of 
the company, an American, a Hawaiian 
and a Chinese Sag. After the cadets 
the girls of St Andrew's Priory march- 
ed, carrying banners.

girls came the vested choirs of St An- 
drew's, cathedral (both Hawaiian and 
English), St Peter's and St Elizabeth's 
and the clergy preceded by a cruclfer.

Judje Gear Has Important Ruling to Make Thb 


Morning on Question of Enforcing 


Liquor Laws. 


An important ruling is expected from 


Judge 'Gear this morning. It involves 
the legality of police methods long in 
vogue In the Hawaiian Islands for the 
suppression of illicit liquor selling/The 
question arose late yesterday afternoon 
in the trial of A. F. Franca for selling 
liquor without a license at the Half- 
way House, Nuuanu Pali road. 


Harry W. Flint, a police, officer, was 


the first witness called. His testimony 
regarding a seizure he made of a quan- 
tity of liquor directly after the alleged 
sale was, on the objection of J. J. Dunne 
for the defendant, .ordered struck out as 
Irrelevant and intended to prejudice 


tbe;minds of the jury.'*

A basket containing bottles, some 


opened and partly empty and others 
s«aled arid full, was on the floor beside 
the Chatepf M: F. Prosser, Deputy At- 
torney .General. Most of it was beer, 
inii there was some red liquor and 
8quaref?.fac* gin.

HOW BROTHER MATTHIAS 


KILLS J^liNSE BEETLES 


The'Japanese beetle, which in times 


past'caused-.such havoc with, roses, 
valuable plants and other vegetation in 
Hawaii, is: rapidly being exterminated, 
largely through the efforts of a Hilo 
scientist; the HUo Tribune says. rBroth- 
er Matthias ojt the St. Mary's school,. 
Hilo, for the past ten years has been 
actively engaged in tbe study of plant 
life in the Hawaiian Island's and a 
means for .its preservation. 
Nearly, 


every species of -vegetable life In Ha- 
waii has a blight or insect which 
.preys upon it, and the aim of island 
entomologists has been .to secure some 
parasite which in turn would react' 
upon the preying animacnlae. . 
. •, 


Owing to. his fondness for flowers, 
i 


Brother Matthias has given especial. J 
attention, to ! the pest known as the ! 
Japanese -beetle, which preys 
upon 


the-. Island roses. 
But for this pestj 


Hawaii, would blossom with . every,-, 
variety of rich and rare flower, * and;- 
until lately ail efforts by housewives. > 
and others to cultivate roses in the 
islands' have failed .because of the Jap- 
anese beetle. About seven years ago a 
dead caterpillar with *• neculiar fun*; 
gus growth enveloping It was brought 
to Brother Matthias for ins' examina-'. 
Prof. Koebetej and its appearance was 
the source Of considerable speculation. 


i to the cause of its death. "With the, 


aid at the microscope, Brother Matthi- 
as -soon discovered in the fungus 
growth attaching to the caterpillar 
myriads of spores, or eggs, which were 
capable of reproducing a similar fun- 
gus substance. 
. '

He made a series of experiments, a- 


xnong others: upon the Japanese beetle, 
And his hopes, were soon realized. For 
'wherever the Infl'nteslinal spores *of, the 
fungus came in contact with the .beetle, 
or with the foliage upon which it fed, 
the beetle became infected, and 
he- 


found that he soon bad all the cultures 
required in the shape of dead beetles. 
With .these, as a start he instituted, a 
vigorous campaign against the pest, 
and the scarcity of. the Insect attests 
to the' wonderful work he has accom- 
plished. ' \ 
: 
- 


For three years he daily inoculated 


and let go 'thousands of Japanese 
beetles, which in turn spread the dis- 
ease, and" beetles subsequently .cap* 
'tured In various parts of the island 
have shown evidences of tbe fungus 
growth. > He was greatly aided by 
John A. Scott, whose gardener kept 
Brother Matthias supplied with quart 
pails full of fresh insects, which after 
inoculating he scattered broadcast or 
sent to other localities. Brother Mat- 
thias estimates that over 200,000 Japa- 
nese beetles have thus been gathered 
and inoculated by himself and the pu- 
pils x»f St Mary's school with the dls- 
jease, which has rapidly spread to oth- 
er beetles, until now hardly a beetle 
tion. It had been found in Olaa by 
can be found without having signs.of 
infection. 


He recommends, however, that the 


work 'be carried on until the Japanese 
beetle exists no longer in tbe Hawaiian 


Jftlands.. It is an insect dangerous to 
inahy other plants besides flowers and 
rbees, and is especially injurious to the 
cocoa, or "koko" plant, experiments In 
the growing of which are now being 
xjua.de.,. Below is given the method a- 
dppted by Brother Matthias for secur- 
injsfiis'cultures and the Inoculation of 
the beetles, which he claims anyone' 
can do: t 


VL ;3?ake';a;box abo^it a foot square and 
six inches deep and fill in about two 
thirds With damp soil. Keep this soil 
moist, not muddy, by occasionally 
sprinkling with water. Dry-soil will 
not: work. Place about two hundred 
beetles in the box and more if the .box 
pe considerably. larger. Be careful to 
put only live beetles'into the box, as 
dead beetles if sufficiently numerous 
will- icause corruption and ruin your 
Work. Give fregh food to the beetles 
daily and take' away whatever remains 
from th| "day 
previous. The best time 


tt> place the food in the box is during 
tiifr-'day;."because then the beetles are 
mostly-hidden in the ground. If the 
Tt»6x be opened In the evening they will 
try to^ escape. "Valuable plants need 
not be taxed for their food, for anyone 
may :.have,.noticed "that even certain 
weeds are eaten by them. The so-call- 
ed honohono grass ia found in many 
places and beetles will eat it readily. 
Keep the lid of the box welt down. No 
special'precaution need be taken about 
air holes, for: the space between* the 
soil and the lid admits all 'the air that 
the beetles require. Keep the box clean 
and in a dry, shady place. 
: Among'-the beetles placed in the -box 
there will be found some already In- 
fected wjth'the disease, for tbe fungus 
whic£ la-.fatal to them has been, wide- 
ly spread during the past years and is 
'far from being extinct 


Within a few days the Infected 


beetles will die. A white substance 
gradually appears at the Joints of the 
dead beetles. This white '.substance is 
the fungus. The fungus finally turns 
green and continues to. grow until the 
dead beetle is almost'enveloped in it. 
The. live -beetles now will take the in- 
fection, .from the dead beetles, and in 
two or three weeks nearly all will have 
died and developed the fungus. 
Now 


mix the soil and the dead beetles. 
Fresh beetles placed in the box for 
two or three days will become diseas- 
ed and should then be liberated so as 
to'carry the infection abroad. Liberate 
the beetles in tbe evening simply by 
raising the lid. It IS advisable, however, 
to retain" some beetles each time that 
•others,.are liberated, eo that the fun- 
gus supply may not become exhausted. 
Dead beetles having developed the 
fungus may also be scattered about 
plants that have been attacked, or they 
may be mixed with the son around 
those plants. 


Beetles placed in the box for the pnr- 


po*e of Inoculation will have to be fed, 
as otherwise they will starve and cause 
corruption. Beetles that die of tbe In- 
fection* do not cause corruption. They 
are as It were embalmed by the fungus.

Mr. Dunne objected to the question 


if beer WM *n Intoxicating drink, con- 
tending that defendant was charged 
with eellinf"spirituous liquors," and 
It was not competent for the witness 
te my whether beer was either splrftu- 
oux liquor or intoxicating'. Mr. Prosser 
quoted the statute that gives beer 
among the definitions of spirituous 
liquor lor the purposes of the enact- 
ment. Mr. Dunne then dropped the ob- 
jection but, after a few of his cross 
questions were answered, he moved 
that all of the testimony of the witness 
be struck out, on this ground: 


."That it is against public policy te 


allow testimony of this kind to be used 
for the conviction of any man." 


Though Mr. Dunne said he would 


only occupy a few minutes with his au- 
thorities, Mr. Prosser insisted on the 
excusing of the Jury during the argu- 
ment. The court accordingly excused 
the Jury, who retired to the corridors. 


Mr. Dunne quoted Michigan, Colorado 


and California cases In support of his 
motion. For the first-named the author 
was no less than Judge Cootey. The 
present case was, like those quoted, one 
In which the police assisted in the com- 
mission of'crime. One of the authori- 
ties cited held that the method in ques- 
tion was "wholly opposed to every idea 
of decency in the administration of Jus- 
tice," 


He did not know if the Supreme Court 


of Hawaii had ever passed on that 
question. It might have settled the 
status of informers, who merely watch- 
ed for offenses, but he did^ot think 
the Supreme Court had dea# with a 
case like this, where the police had 
built up an offense. According to Ju-l?e' 
Cooley, the duty of the police in this 
case would have been to go up and 
warn Franca that he was su-sp-eted if 


e£lc4rtg the law and would oe pursued 


if b» d»d not desist from t*Su<f li'iudr. 


Mr.,Prosser replied tersely that it was 


Just as illegal for one without a license 
to sell liquor Vo a policeman as to any- 
body else. The testimony of Flint was 
therefore not incompetent and there 
was no effort to show that it wag un- 
true. The law made no distinction be- 
tween persons to -whom liquor could or 
could not be sold. 


"How are such offenses to be found 


out?" Judge Gear asked of defendant's 
counsel. 


"I would refer that question to the 


Ingenuity of the police," Mr. Dunne an- 
swered and went on again throwing 
Michigan, Colorado and California at 
the court. Judge Gear remarked that 
the practice in question had always, 
existed here, to which Mr. Dunne re- 
plied that it was time such a practice 
was done away with in the interests 
of a decent administration of Justice. 


Mr.. Prosser asked what about the 


Japanese conspiracy cases before the 
Federal court. 


Mr. Dunne (who Is Assistant U. S. 


Attorney) answered that he was not 
in those cases and that he did not ap- 
prove of the tactics employed. 


Judge Gear preferred to the case ol 


attempted bribery of officials detected 
ih the Attorney General's office through 
laying a trap, asking: 


"Do you mean to say that the officer 


on that occasion ought not to have gone 
into the Attorney General's office with 
the briber?" 


Mr. Prosser about this stage express- 


ed surprise at the Assistant Attorney 
General of the United States trying to 
obstruct evidence of a violation of both 
Federal and Territorial law. 


Mr. Dunne denied the Federal law 


part of It saying, "He has a United 
States license." Counsel went on to 
say that the Territorial offense would 
never have been committed If it had 
not been for the trap the police laid. 


Mr. Prosser declared that the defend-

The Victoria Falls are among na- 


ture's .masterpieces. .Situated In the 
heart of what was once known only 
as "Darkest Africa," and said to be 
protected from yialon of white men by 
dense jungles, rank and extraordinary 
growths of tropical vegetation, among 
wbjch lived the largest members of the 
reptile family asj^well as herds Of 
rhinoceros, elephants, lions, and all the 
wild creatures of the unexplored,sec- 
tions : of the great continent, the. falls 
seemed to have been unvlslted even by 
the ancients who knew so much about 
Africa, Its pygmies, .negro; braves-and 
gold resources. For centuries the falls 
were hardly known in'tradition, but in 
1858/ David 
Livingstone 
discovered 


thenu On one of the great'rocks there 
he carved his name and a brief story of 
his mission./ In 1861 he visited them 
again and was still able to record that 
no other white man had ever seen the 
wonder. But today a railway stretches 
northward from Bulawayo,. capital of 
Rhodesia, to Victoria Falls—a link In 
Cecil Hhodes's unfinished Cape-to-Calro

GREAT, WITHOUT BBAUTT. 


. South Africa, as the. world accepts 
that term in describing the geographi- 
cal features of Africa, is bordered on 
the north by the Zamibesl. river, a slug- 
gish stream, deep and carrying a great 
volume of water. .The Zambesi starts 
fronr/the high plataa of tne southern 
portion of .'the Congo Free .State, in 
Western Central Africa, and goes in an 
easterly direction across Africa to the 
Indian ..ocean. As the. river, goes east- 
ward across the high, plains it strikes 
the jungles on the western borders of 
Matabeleiand, one of the States which 
made up Cecil Rhodes's empire, Knode- 
sia. As the : river -reaches Matabele- 
iand it plunges into the Jungle and has 
cut an Immense canyon to the .sea. To 
know the greatness of Victoria Falls, 
they must be compared with Niagara, 
The Victoria Falls, unlike Niagara, 
possess little beauty. 


The volume of water In .the ZanVbesi 


is, in the rainy season, five times the 
volume that hurls itself over Niagara 
from Lake Erie. The height of Victo- 
ria Fails , is almost three times the 
height of Niagara, and\yet the African 
cataract as compared with one. Ameri- 
can wonder is worthy of little note. At 
Niagara one can stand 'off and see the 
huge mass of -water tumble-' over' the 
edge of a precipice-and watch it drop 
the entire height of the falls; With 
Victoria it is different Imagine a river 
almost exactly a mile wide; Imagine in 
the river bed at right angles to* the 
course of the stream a number' of gla- 
cier-like flBsures,. -about .eighty, .yards 
wide and four hundred feet deep. Into 
this cpack the. water falls and escapes 
at the bottom through sfeiilar zigzag 
fissures, of the same depth. One can- 
not s*ee the water falling. 
1^ is like 


poring water into a long, narrow, deep 
dish. There is little of the spectacular 
in. that process. One can hear the roar 
—Livingstone heard it .twenty miles off 
—and one can see the high columns of 
mist caused by the air, which the fall- 
ing water carries down and compresses, 
rebounding" to a great height' and car- 
rying spray with It. 
These high 


columns of mist, bending gracefully 
with the wind, make about, all. the 
scenic effect there is with Victoria; Falls. 
One man who visited, the falls says:, 
"We bad been travelling for days from 
Bulawayo to the falls, sometimes cut- 
ting our way through rank grass and 
weeds which reared themselves to a 
height of over fifteen feet When near 
the falls we heard what might be 
termed the continual roar of powerful 
cannon," It sound like one would Ima- 
gine were he to come up to the jumping 
off place of the world and listen to 
thousands of acres of land dropping} off 
into space. Soon we could see a mist, 
not so much; a mist as a collection of 
rainbows for the great clouds of fine 
fog like substance which spurted into 
the air were studded with rainbows, 
caused by the rays of the sun." 


The mist, which rises from the Vic- 


toria Falls pit is called by the natives. 
In their own peculiar words, "Smoke 
that sounds." This is why they call 
the falls "Mossi-oa-tunla" or "Roaring 
Smoke." Around this pit of the falls 
are perpendicular walls of basalt
